Mr**  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1944*  in  accordance  with  Circular  49/45  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  dated  19th.  March  1945*  The  year  1944  was  the  fifth  year  of  war 
but  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  was  good  although  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  second  quarter  and  measles  became 
somewhat  prevalent  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  year  was  the  third  of  relatively  low  rainfall 
and  in  consequence  shortage  of  water  wen  experienced  by  many  parts  of 
the  District.  As  a  fairly  complete  description  of  the  water  supplies 
in  the  area  was  included  in  the  Report  for  1943,  no  detailed  description 
has  been  included  as  no  important  changes  have  taken  place. 

It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  place  on  record 
ny  appreciation  of  the  support  which  the  Council  has  given  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties  throughout  fche  year.  I  have  to  acknowledge  also 
the  assistance  given  me  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  throughout 
the  year  by  my  colleggpos  Mr.  H.W*  Qrme,  Clerk  to  the  Council,  Mr.  A.T. 
Thomas,  Financial  Officer  and  Mr.  E.E.  Jordan,  Sanitary  Inspector  and

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  tho  mid  year 
resident  population  is  3, 629,  but  during  tho  month  of  September  there 
is  a  largo  influx  of  population  owing  to  the  hop-picking.  It  is  probable 
that  the  population  is  temporarily  increased  by  80f,  for  a  period  of  from 
four  to  six  weeks  depending  upon  the  crop.  It  is  os  tins,  ted  that  half  of 
this  increase  is  due  to  children  under  14  years  of  age.

There  arc  no  hospitals  within  the  District  the  needs 
of  which  are  met  by  the  facilities  provided  in  the  general  hospitals  in 
Ledbury,  Malvern  and  Hereford.  Accommodation  for  the  treatment  of 
infectious  disease  is  provided  by  the  Council  at  the  Stretton  Sugwas 
Hospital  belonging  to  the  Hereford  Rural  District  Council. 


Clinics: - 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  fortnight  in 
the  parish  of  Colwall  by  a  voluntary  committee  with  assistance  from 
the  Herefordshire  County  Council. 

SECTION  C,  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA:  ' 


Water: - 


The  water  supplies  in  the  area,  are  diverse  in  character 
and  embrace  public  wells,  numerous  private  wells,  private  piped  schemes 
utilising  spring  water  and  mains  of  public  undertakers. 


With  so  very  many  s operate  sources  of  supply,  it  is 
impossible  for  the  Department  to  exercise  fully,  adequate  supervision 
over  the  quality  of  the  waters  being  consumed  in  the  area,.  In  actual 
practice,  urgent  matters  relating  to  potability  of  supply  a.re  dealt  with 
as  they  arise.  During  the  year,  25  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
chemical  examination  and  54  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Apart  from  the  mains  of  the  Malvern  Urban  District  Council 
in  the  parish  of  Colwall  and  those  of  the  Ledbury  Ulan  District  Council 
in  the  parishes  of  Eastnor  and  Ledbury  Rural,  there  are  no  chlorinated 
supplies  in  operation. 

It  is  estimated  that  573  dwelling  houses  are  connected 
to  piped  water  schemes  within  the  District,  426  of  lose  being  situated 
in  the  parish  of  Colwall,  All  these  supplies  are  by  means  of  seperate 
services  and  no  stand  pipes  arc  in  use. 


Many  of  the  numerous  wells  in  use  yield  water  of 
indifferent  potable  quality  and  as  a  result  of  the  water  being  derived 
from  shallow  sources  considerable  shortage  was  experienced  during  the 
year  in  the  District  generally  during  summer  end  early  autumn.  This 
shortage  involved  part  of  Colwall  parish,  end  difficulty  was  encountered 
in  the  supplies  necessary  for  hop-pickers  during  September  on  a  number 
of  the  farms.  A  considerable  volume  of  water  was  hauled  in  containers  to 
farms  end  dwelling  houses  during  the  year  by  National  Fire  Service  Units 
and  by  owners.  This  is  unsatisfactory  owing  to  the  increased  risk  of 
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pollution. 


I  here  is  no  evidence  that  any  of  the  waters  used  for 
portable  purposes  in  the  District  have  any  tendency  to  dissolve  metals* 
..ta.ia  water  which  as  used  fairly  generally  may  have  this  property. 

whilst  an  extension  of  piped  water  supplies  is  very  much 
to  be  ae sired,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  shallow  well  will  be  entirely 
eliminated. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage ; - 

The  Parish  of  Colwall  is  provided  with  a  system  of  public 
sewers.  There  are  a  number  of  dwellings  in  the  Parish  however,  which 
arc  not  yet  connected.,  A  small  sewerage  disposal  works  is  installed 
and  functions  fairly  sa+isfaetorilv.  There  is  also  a  short  length  of 
public  sewer  xn  the  parish  cf  Bosbury.  There  were  no  important  extensions 
o£  public  sewers  carried  out  during  the  year.  All  new  or  reconstructed 
drains  were  examined  and  tested  bv  the  Sanitary  Inspector  before  com¬ 
pletion. 

divers  and  Streams; - 

These  were  kept  under  observation  and  the  condition  of  the 
River  Lea.don  still  gives  rise  to  same  concern.  However,  with  the 
commencement  of  building  operations  it  is  anticipated  that  an  improve¬ 
ment  will  bo  obtained  in  the  near  future. 


G los  c  t  Accommodat ion : - 

Both  the  waterca.rrip.ge  system  and  conservancy  systems 
are  in  operation  in  the  District,  the  greater  number  of  waterclosots 
being  in  Colwall  which  ha.s  an  adequate  piped  water  supply. 

During  the  year  8  new  water  closets  wore  constructed; 

2  privies  wore  converted  to  pail  closets  and  2  to  ?/a.t  or  closets* 

Public  Cleans ing;- 


A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  in  operation 
in  Colwa.ll  Parish,  and  disposal  is  by  tipping.-  The  system  works 
well  and  the  sma.ll  tip  is  mainta.ined  in  a.  satisfactory  condition. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.:  .  ■

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Hop-pickers  Quarters: - 

As  the  District  is  an  important  hop  growing  District 
camps  for  hop-pickers  are  provided  on  just  over  seventy  farms. 

There  were  86  inspections  of  these  premises  made  during  the  year, 
iiore  frequent  inspections  are  to  bo  desired  but  this  is  dependent*, 
upon  staff*.  Generally  speaking  the  condition  of  the  camps  was 
fairly  satisfactory  and  owing  to  the  inadequate  labour  supply 
the  gravers  have  found  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  comps  in  a 
tidy  state.  Litter  has  been  the  most  troublesome  defect.  An 
excellent  new  camp  was  provided  upon  one  lorge  foam  notwith¬ 
standing  all  the  difficulties. 

SECTION  P.  -  HOUSING : 

During  the  year  the  efforts  of  the  Department  were 
confined  chiefly  to  the  maintenance  of  dwellings  and  22  inspections 
for  this  purpose  were  made. 

The  most  urgent  housing  need  of  the  District  is  the 
construction  of  new  dwellings,  for  with  the  stoppage  of  building 
during  the  war  overcrowding  has  increased,  new  families  have 
boon  created  end  families  acre  still  living  in  dwellings  which 
vo re  the  subject  of  demolition  orders  in  1939*  The  first  step  is 
therefore  the  construction  of  new  dwellings  and  when  this  has 
boon  carried  out  a  start  can  be  made  upon  the  replacement  of  the 
unfit  and  obsolete  dwellings. 

The  final  phase  of  the  housing  programme  which  cannot 
come  into  operation  for  some  considerable  time  will  be  the 
application  of  a  higher  standard  of  overcrowding. 

I  am  pleased  to  Report  that  the  Council  ha3  already 
given  consideration  to  the  first  phase  and  has  acquired  8  sites 
at  Ashperton  (l6  houses)  Bosbury  (10  houses)  Colwall  (12  houses). 


Proposals  for  acquiring  further  sites  in  the  following 
parishes  are  under  consideration:-  Eastnor  (6  houses),  Putley  (8 
houses),  pixley  (8  houses),  Tarrington  (6  houses),  Mathon  (6  houses) 
Woolhope  (6  houses),  Colwall  (12  additional  houses). 

The  six  cottages  constructed  under  the  anergency  Agri¬ 
cultural  Scheme  wore  not  completed,  but  whilst  the  building  has 
been  somewhat  slow,  the  cottages  are  model  cottages  and  represent  a 
marked  improvement  upon  previous  similar  dwellings. 

The  provision  of  we. ter  supplies  to  dwellings  is  a 
difficulty  to  be  faced  in  connection  with  new  house  construction. 
Piped  supplies  are  rerely  available  and  the  construction  of  wells 
is  the  usual-  method  of  supply  -  not  every  well  is  an  unqualified 
success .  J-hose  facts  act  somewhat  restrictivcly  upon  house  conr 
struction  both  in  number  and  in  connection  with  the  3ite. 

SECTION  T,  _  TtTPFRVlSION  AND  IPfSEBCTION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

Milk: - 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  200  premises  registered 
with  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926. 

Of  this  menbor,  ';/j  concerned  retail  purveyors.  The  great  majority  of 
purveyors  of  milk  are  wholesale  purveyors. 

The  inspection  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  was  ©hin.tained 
throughout  the* year,  and  100  inspections  were  made*

SECTION  PlMhATETCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  PTIP10TI0US  DISEASE 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disoa.se  wen  somewhat 
higher  than  usual,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles. 

There  were  42  confirmed  ernes  of  scarlet  fever  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Department,  25  being  received  in  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year,  Tnis  increase  was  due  to  an  outbreak  which 
occur* jd  in  the  pnpil3  of  a  private  boarding  school.  There  were 
29  cases  and  much,  of  this  could  have  been  avoided  with  more  co¬ 
operation  am'.:  control  in  accordance  vrith  modern  medical  knowledge. 

^hooping  Cough  was  somewhat  prevalent  in  the  second  and 
third  quarters,  as  58  not  if  icat ions  wore  received  during  tho  six 
months  out  of  a  total  of  44  for  tho  year.  Fourteen  cases  occurred  in 
the  pupils  of  a  private  school. 

Measles  bcc^-fiiQ  privalent  in  the  last  quarter  when  119 
notifications  were  received.  Fortunately,  measles  seems  to  be  some¬ 
what  milder  in  form  than  in  the  past. 

There  wore  two  notifications  of  diphtheria  of  which 
only  one  was  confirmed  in  a  female  of  18  years,  who  had  not  previously 
boon  immunised. 

There  was  one  death  from  whooping  cough,  six  deaths  due 
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to  pneumonia,  and  one  due  to  diarrhoea  in  a  child  under  2  years  of 
ago,.  No  notifications  of  pneumonia  were  received. 

Notification  is  carried  out  fairly  satisfactorily,  but 
there  is  room  for  improvement  as  prompt  notification  is  necessary  if 
the  Department  is  to  be  of  maximum  use  in  measures  to  assertain  the 
source  of  infection  and  prevent ion  of  spread.
